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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument that to the rejections of 
claims under 112 first paragraph is not persuasive because applicant has claimed "so that said carrying frame can be selectively detached 
from said ring seal with said mounting lugs remaining embedded within said ring seal" and not what is in the abstract "mounting lugs which 
extend from the carrying frame and are embedded in the ring seal during molding of the seal". Applicants' argument to the 1 12 second 
paragraph is persuasive since applicant has specified what is meant by embedded. Applicants' argument to Scott is not persuasive 
because the reference teaches all the limitations and also teaches lugs that are capable of being detachable. 
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
